G.S.R. 255. — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution read 
with Article 70 of the Constitution and all other powers 
enabling him in that behalf, the President is pleased to 
make the following rules regulating the remuneration 
and duties of the Attorney-General for India, the 
Solicitor-General for India and the Additional Soli- 
citor- General for India, nam^y; 

1. Short title and conunencement. — These rules may 
be called the Law Officers (Condition of Service) Rules, 
1972. 

2. Definitions. — ^In these Rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires— 

(a) “Attorney-General” means the person appointed 
under clause (1) of article 76 of the Constitu- 
tion be the Attorney-General for India and 
includes any person appointed to act as the 
Attorneyi-Gcneral for India during the period 


of leave of the permanent incumbent of that 
office; 

(b) “Law Officer” means the Attorney-General for 
India or the Solicitor-General for India or the 
Additional Solicitor -General for India, 

3. Term of office. — ^(1) A Law Officer shall hold office 
for a term of three years from the date on which he 
enters upon his office; 

Provided that the appointment qf a Law Officer 
may at any time during his term of office be 
terminated by three months’ notice in writing 
given either by hhn to the Government of India 
or by the Government of India to him. 

r (2) A person who holds office ns a Law Officer shall, 
on the expiration of his term of office, be eligible for 
reappointment to that office. 

4. Headquarters. — (1) The Headquarters of the Law' 
Officer shall be at New Delhi. 

(2) A Law Officer may with the permission of the 
Government of India leave his headquarters during the 
vacations of the Supreme Court: 

Provided that he shall make himself available for 
duties whenever required by the Government 
of India. 

(3) The Government of India may grant to a Law 
Officer such leave as it may deem fit. 

5. Duties. — It shall be the duty of a Law Officer — 

(a) to give advice to the Government of India 
upon such legal matters, and to perform such 
other duties of a legal character, as may, 
from time to time, be referred or assigned tp 
him by the Government of Inffia; 

(b) to appear, whenever required, in the Supreme 
Court or in any High Court on behalf of the 
Government of India in cases (including suits, 
writ petitions, appeals and other -troceedings) 
in which the Government of India is concern- 
ed as a party orTs otherwise interested; 

(c) to represent the Government of India in any 
reference made by the President to the Sup- 
reme Court under article 143 of the Constitu- 
tion; and 

(d) to discharge such other functions as are 
conferred on a Law Officer by or under the 
Constitution or any other Law for the time 
being in force. 

Explanation. — ^For the purpose of this rule and sub- 
rule (1) of rule 7, the expression “Govern- 
ment of India” Includes the Government of 
a Union Territory. 

6. Retainer fees and Allowances ^(1) For the pe 

formance of the duties mentioned in rule 5, a Law 
Officer shall be paid; — 

(a) a retainer, except during the period of his 
leave — 

(i) in the case of the Attorney-General for India, 
of rupees four thousand per month; 

(il) in the case of the Solictor-General for India 
of rupees three thousand and five hundred 
per month; and 

(lii) in the case of the Additional Solicitor-General 
for India of rupees three thousand per month, 

(b) an office allowance of rupees thirty five per 
month, except during the period of his leave;

(2) The Attorney-General lor India shall be paid 
an entertainment allowance of rupees two hundred 
per month. 

(3) Where a Law Officer is required, otherwise than 
under clause (d) of sUb-rule (1), to perform journeya 
outside the headquarters, in the course of his duties, 
he shall be paid travelling and daily, allowances on 
the scatie admissible to a judge of the’ Supreme Court 
on tour. 


7. Restrictions. — Law Officer shall not — 

(a) hold briefs in Court for any party except the 
Government of India or the Government of 
a State or any University, Government 
^hool or College, local authority, Public 
Service Commission, Port Trust, Port Com- 
missioners, Government aided or Government 
managed hospitals, a Government company 
as defined in section 617 of the Companies 
Act, 1966 (1 of 1956), any corporation owned 
or controlled by the Stat^ or any body or 
institution in which the (jovernment has a 
preponderating Interest; 

(b) advise any party against the Government of 
India or in cases in which he Is likely to be 
called upon to advise, or appear for, the Gov- 
ernnient of India; 

(c) defend an accused person in a criminal pro- 
secution, without the permission of the Gov- 
ernment of India; or 

(d) accept appointment to any office in any com- 
pany or corporation without the permtoion of 
the Government of India 

8. Perquisites. — The services of personal staff, 
office accommodation and telephones at the office and 
residence of a Law Officer shall he provided by the 
Government of India free of cost.

Q.S.R. exercise of the powers conferred by

New Delhi, the 4th March 1972 

G.S.R. 211, — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the Central Excise Rules, 


1944 and in supersession of the notification of the 
Government of India In the Ministry of Finance (De- 
partment of Revenue and Insurance) No. 13/66- 
Oon'ral Excises, dated the 19th February, 1886, the 
Central Government hereby exempts pigments, colours, 
pa'nts, enamels, varnishes, blacks and cellulose lac- 
ouor# [falling under Item No. 14 of the First Sche- 
dule to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1844 (1 of 
1944)] produced and used in the same factory in the 
manufacture of other pigments, colours, paints, ena- 
mels, varnishes, blacks and cellulose lacquers falling 
under the same Item from the whole of the duty of 
excise leviable thereon: 

Provided that no such exemption shall toe allowed 
in respect of pigments, colours, paints, enamels, var- 
nishes, blacks and cellulose lacquers used in the 
manufacture of other finished pigments, colours, 
paints, enamels, varnishes, blacks and cellulose lac- 
cmera, if such finished excisable goods produced by 
the manufacturer are exempted from the whole of the 
duty of excise leviable thereon or are chargeable to 
nil rate of duty.
